The simple "L" section antenna tuner is still one of the best 
things since "sliced bread". I have used one regularly on various "BA" 
transmitters like the DX-60 and simple one tubers very effectively. 

The inductor in 'series' with the RF path and the capacitor in 'parallel' 
with the RF path....either on the antenna side or the transmitter side of 
the inductor....depending on the antenna. The inductor having some means 
of adjustment. A small modified alligator clip (copper one preferably) 
shorting un-needed turns works fine. 

FORGET completely about "SWR", it makes no difference with an end 
fed wire and short feeder between the transmitter and coupler (1-15' or 
so). What IS important is some means of measuring relative current or 
voltage at the output of the tuner! For voltage, a simple neon glow lamp 
or old OA2, OB2 VR tube is OK. For current, a 
thermocouple type RF ammeter (expensive!) or a little toroid transformer 
and a #47 or #44 pilot lamp. Wind 2-5 turn primary (which goes in series 
with the antenna) and a 5-15 turn secondary (which goes to the #47 or #44 
pilot lamp.) I use a bayonet socket for the lamp and use a #47 ora 
#120MB lamp. The 120MB lamp will detect a very low current and will 
stand a fairly high power level at the same time. You 
will have to experiment with the number of turns for your typical 
application, not critical! Use a small "50" or "80" series red coded 
Amidon iron core or a relatively low permability ferrite core. 

Your could even get by with a piece of ferrite rod from an old BC band 
sand state radio "loop"! 

Tune everything for maximum current or voltage indication 
depending on band used ,antenna length. You will find if you are 
"voltage feeding" the wire, it will light the dickens out of the neon and 
the pilot lamp will be weak. If you are "current" feeding the wire, 
vice-versa! Again, if you are using a transmitter with "TUBE" final amps 
that's TUNED and not a broadband "no-tune" output circuit, 

FORGET what the VSWR is! Naturally, if you are running 100 watts or more 
it may make a difference, but for 100 watts or less FORGET 

the SWR! [I won't go into WHY you should forget SWR, as it becomes very 
involved! [If you REALLY want to know WHY, get a copy of Maxwell's 
"Reflections" published by ARRL. It's all explained there in detail!] 
Tune up for maximum "fire-in-the-wire"! (Keeping within 

plate current limits, of course!)

In an earlier post about beryllium oxide ceramics, I stated that the 
ceramic used in transmitting tubes was generally aluminum oxide. I dug 
out my copy of Slater's "Advances in Electron Tube Techniques" to find an 
article by Len Reed of Eimac entitled "Heat Treatment Studies on High 
Alumina Ceramics". In this and several other articles, it was mentioned 
that transmitting tube ceramics are essentially all high purity aluminum 
oxides in the form of a microcrystalline alumina phase held together by a 
minimum of a secondary glass phase. 


Bob Duckworth's reminder about beryllium oxide being used in some lasers 
is a good one. Basically beryllium oxide is used whenever the ceramic 
must be highly conductive to heat (as in a thermal link). Beryllia 
ceramics can have a thermal conductivity greater than aluminum!

Well, yes I had the same problem--drove me nuts for 2 years before I got 
around to fixing it. I have the C line and I think in this area the B is the 
same. The problem is for CW there is a different crystal for the BFO than 
for Phone. This crystal must lose a little activity but it seems to get 
flaky afterwhile and won't start. You should also have the problem on TUNE 
in that you can't get any power output, but you can whistle it up on SSB. If 
you adjust the frequency trimmer the crystal will start every time but the 
offset will then be off. The crystal oscillator is voltage regulated with a 
11V Zener (if I remember correctly) Drake suggested I replace it with a 14V

Over my vacation I had a chance to catch up on some of my radio 
reading. I finished Empire Of The Air and I can recommend that book 

to anyone. It really conveys the excitement of invention and 
unconstrained growth that radio went through. Anyone who has been close 
to the personal computer revolution will find plenty of analogous 
events in Empire Of The Air. 


Most radio lovers are bound to be saddened and angered by the radio 
industry's treatment of Armstrong's contributions to the science. I had 
never seen it laid out as clearly as it is in this book. Sarnoff would 
have made a great business executive in the current business environ- 
ment where "business ethics" has replaced "military intelligence" as 
the most widely recognized oxymoron. 


But the wonder of discovery that these men enjoyed during their time in 
radio was really something! I am jealous... 


I also managed to get 2/3 of the way through The Wizard War by Dr. R. V. 
Jones. For those not familiar, TWW is the story of British scientific 
intelligence operations against the Germans during WWII. Jones was a key 
player and he has a flair for building a good story with recognizable REAL 
PEOPLE in each episode. The "episodes" cover the various variants of 
German RADAR and countermeasures, German bomber direction using the 
precursors to the LORAN system, and the V1 and V2 weapons. 


There's not much technical history in TWW, but there is a lot of perspective 
on the applications of what were then VERY NEW technologies which were 
virtually invented on the spot to meet a wartime need (there is a better 
technical history--with weapons systems referred to by their designations-- 
in Streetly's Airborne Electronic Warfare published by Janes). 


But the enjoyment in TWW is the great story-telling. This is keyed off of 
Jones' ability to put you in Britain during the blitz--under pressure to 


deliver information that can be used to produce counters for advanced German 
weapons that are part of the reason for the destruction raining down on your 
head nightly. Radio was nearly life or death for Britain and TWW tells 

it about as well as it can be told. Highly recommended. 


Enough book reviews, hand me that VTVM...

Here's the scoop on the frequency control input quoted directly from the 1968 
HP catalog:

I don't think anyone's publicly answered your question about matching 
tubes. Here's my two cents. 


You want to match the pairs for transconductance. Use any true 
transconductance tube tester. A TV-7 would do fine, or a Hickok <mumble>. 
An emissions-tester is no good. Take your pile of tubes and measure the 
transconductance of each of them. Sort them into pairs of approximately the 
same transconsductance. I don't know what tolerances Mullard used for it's 
factory-matched pairs. I imagine it was something in the neighborhood of 2 
to 5%. 


Anybody know what the standard tolerance was for "matched pairs"?

Matching an antenna to the input impedance of the receiver can be 
worthwhile. 


With a receiver and antenna, things are opposite that of a transmitter & 
antenna. Instead of the antenna being the load as with the latter, the 
xreceiverx is the load. So if you want all of the power intercepted by the 
antenna to be tranferred to the receiver, impedance matching is a must. 
BTW, SWR and its effect on line loss is operative here too, with the 
receiver input impedance vs. the feedline Z determing this. 


Most all receivers have plenty enuf senstivity below 14 MHz. Their 
internal noise is usually heavily swamped by external (terrestrial and 
cosmic) noise. So, there's usually enuf signal even from a very mismatched 
antenna & so matching is often not necessary. If the receiver has a 
front-panel, adjustable antenna trimmer, so much the better. 


However, when using a resonant (selective) matching circuit, like the 
Johnson Matchbox, you get an added benefit: More front-end selectivity. 
This can help some less-than-optimum radios in some circumstances, e.g. 
strong, off-band signals, like a nearby AM broadcast xmtr. 


Also, the Matchbox offers an adjustable output impedance. Although this 
is unbalanced (desirable for most equipment), it can be modified 
(temporarily) without too much trouble to offer a balanced output to a 
receiver that needs it.

I second John's comments. I have a KW Matchbox and a cheapie Vectron MFJ-wannabee 


antenna tuner, and it's fun to twiddle the dials and peak the signal into whatever 
RX I have hooked up. You can make a heck of a difference, especially 
if your rx lacks an antenna trimmer as John hinted. 


If you look into early wireless and radio rx (crystal and 1-tube stuff), 
you'll find a lot of the variable caps and inducotrs (and their knobs) 
devoted to tuning the antenna circuit to get maximum energy transfer. 


Way way back, Popular Electornics had an article on a recieving antenna tuner, 
very compact. Any of the QRP tuners would work on SW, but this one went down 
into the BC band if I remember right. 


Also note the National NCX-3 and maybe other xcvrs use the big pi-network 

to "antenna trim" the rx section; very effective. A side benefit is 

once you've peaked the rx, your TX plate tuning is just about right. 

Of courtse that applies to getting separate antenna tuners in the ballpark too, 
at least finding the right inductor switch tap.

I don't think that an electrolytic capacitor leakage check with a VTVM is 
the final test, cause it doesn't put hardly any voltage stress (about 1.5 
v) on the cap. Also, it is leakage *xcurrent*x at rated working voltage that 
is the actual criterion for 'lytics. 


A capacitor checker can apply full rated cap voltage & then check leakage 
current. This can shake out a lot of problem ‘lytic caps. 


Leakage resistance is a different test & is applied to electroxstaticx 
caps (the non-'lytic types). Even that's tough to quantify on a typical 


VTVM as you're looking for leakage resistance ranging from about 1000 megs 
(for a 1 uF cap) to about 5000 megs (for 0.1 uF and smaller).
